IN MERIDIAN STORM. 


Half a Hundred Buildings Wrecked 
With Millions of Dollars Loss. 


Destructive Wind Sweeps Down at Dark Upon the 
Mississippi Town—Grand Central and Culpepper Ho- 
tels and Passenger Depots Go Down — Armour’s 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


Packing Plant and Other Prominent Buildings Ruined. 
ERIDIAN (Miss.) March 2.—[Exclusive Dispatch.] (Via 
M long-distance telephone to New Orleans.) Fifty lives were lost 
and nearly five million dollars worth of property was destroyed 
in a tropical tornado which struck this town tonight at 6:30 o'clock 
from the south, sweeping through the heart of the business section 
and leveling nearly half a hundred buildings. 


At 2 o'clock this morning the city is in absolute darkness, and 
scores of citizens are working to find the dead and wounded, while a 
pouring rain renders their task doubly arduous. > 

The National Guard of the county is patrolling the streets, and 
the city officers are doing all they can to maintain order and to ascer- 
tain, as soon as possible, the exact amount of damage and loss of 
life that has been suffered. 


CUT OFF FOR HOURS. 

The town was cut off from the world for hours, and only shortly 
before midnight was connection made with New Orleans and with 
Mobile. It is believed that the Postal wires will be fixed by morn- 
ing. Meantime, a special train from New Orleans and another from 
Jackson, Miss., are being hustled to the scene.

Miser George Heberle Cuts 
Off His Bequest. 


Worth Quarter-Million, but 
Died in a Shack. 


Fortune Scattered ‘Among 
His Poor Relations, 


who intended 
Hospital on Boyle Heights with $50,006, 
but who revoked this bequest because 
he was snubbed at a meeting of the 
hospital promoters which he attended, 
was buried yesterday in Rosedale 
Cemetery. 

Heberle was one of the eccentric 
characters of Los Angeles county—aeaon 
old rerident, a wealthy map, owning 
both city property and country acreage 
of great value, yet living the life almost 
of a hermit and existing on a pittance. 

He leaves fully $65,000 in chsh; a 
property on North Spring street, ex- 
vending through to New High street— 
part of the great Hamburger Depart- 
ment Store—and valued at $90,000; and 
his own home place of forty acres, set 
to vineyard, besides other realty. 

After only three days of iliness, but 
these days of excruciating pain, He- 
berle has passed away; and his for- 
tune, so painfully amassed, is to be 
seattered among his relations. The 
German Hospital does not get a red 
cent of it. 

Heberle was 75 years of age, and a 
rative of Bavaria. Just when he came 
te America is not known here, but it 
seems he first settled in Napa county. 
and resided there for several years. 
He made considerable money in grape 
cuiture. 

Twenty-eight 
came from Napa to Los Angeles coun- 
ty, and bought land at Norwatk. This 
he set to grapes. He was a bachelor, 
and had many odd notions about his 
living arrangements. It is said that 
Heberle complained many times that 
dinners cooked by American familice 
aiwa made him sick; and ne hed a 
American system. 

He had his own little “shack.” and 
there baked his own bread and pre- 
pared his own meals.
